"The steamboat Natchez came ont 
In 1869. She was built in Cinclnnsti 
and was expressly destined to be fast- 
er than the Lee, tha two boats run- 
ning in the same trade from New Or- 
leans to Vicksburg — 400 miles— the 
Lee leaving every Tuesday and the 
Natchez on Saturday. There was 
great rivalry between the two boats ss 
to which one was the faster. In the 
spring ol 1870, the Lee left the Vicks- 
burg trade and went into' tbe New 
Orleans and Louisville trade, leaving 
every other Thursday, the Natrhrz 
dropping out of the Vicksburg trade 
and going to St. Lrnia, leaving every 
The talk became so 
general about the two boats that 
Capt. Leathers, of tbe Natrhrz pub- 
lished that she would leave on the 
Lee's day and show she was the fast- 
er boat of the two, to that threw the 
gauntlet to Capt. Cannon. Oa the 
arrival of the Lee at Vicksburg from 
New Orleans, I went abord ot her and 
asked Capt. Cannon if he waa going 
to make the race. He said no, hist 
would leave oa bla regular day and 
pay no attention to the Natchez, bnt 
when he arrived In tbe Ohio river tbe 
merchants got after him, ao he chang- 
ed bis mind and on the arrival at 
Cairo he telegraphed to me to be 
ready to go on the beat to New Or- 
leans when she arrived. Then I knew 
the race was coming off. We arrived 
at* New Orleans Tuesday evening, 
then went to work to prepare for the 
race Thursday evening at 5 o'clock. 
Oa the down trip we had taken on 
pine knots for fuel at Red river, at 
New Orleans we took on all the coal 
we coaid carry without overloading 
the boat, every thing that waa sur- 
plus on her waa taken off to lighten 
her. 

CAPT. CANNON'S O RUBES. 

‘ On Thursday Capt. Cannon called 
all the officers together for instruc- 
tions as to leaving on Thnraday, June 
30. He wanted everybody ready at 5 
o'clock, the pilot in the pilot honse, 
but not in sight, the engineer at the 
throttle valve, the matt to have one 
stage plank out and so balanced that 
one wan could balance It clear of the 
wharf, and one line out with a man 
tocutitwith an ax, and he would 
not ring any beiia, but would give 
one tap oi the bell for all Instructions.

The reason of this was the 
Natchez had made her brags that she 
would not leave until after the Lee, 
lor she was going to pass ber in sight 
of New Orleans. As we passed St. 
Mary's market, where all time ia ta- 
ken Irom, a cannon was fired. As 
the Natchez passed the same given 
point a canuon was fired, only one 
minute and a lew seconds diflerence, 
and that was the closest she ever 
came to us. 

TROUBLE WITH THB MACHINERY. 
"Now our difficulties. We had a 
five-inch hot water pipe to pull apart 
in the bold, but we repaired it without 
stopping. This happened about five 
miles Irom New Orleans. Alao dur- 
ing tbe night we sprung a leak in one 
of our boilers and It began to look 
like we would have to go to the bank, 
for it was putting cot £the fires under 
three boilers and we were hardly able 
to supply it with the doctor pump, 
the leak was so great. We tore down 
the sheet iron work nnder the boilers 
and made tbe Inspection. We discov- 
ered that there was no danger in it it 
we could only atop tbe leak. We 
took hemp and cut it into bits.

He was 
I intoxicated and disorderly and the 
conductor called on the train detec- 
tive, who. at that time, happened to 
be Jerry Cardwell. 

No one seems to know exactly how 
the fight began, bnt st any event al- 
most as soon aa Cardwell stepped Into 
the door of (he coach both men were 
firing at each other in the aisle of tbe 
crowded ccach. Intense excitement 
prevailed and passengers crawled nn- 
der tbe seats during the fusillade. 
Bolh men emptied their revolvers. 

Hargis was shot over the right eye, 
in the neck and in the body. Any of 
tbe wounds would have proven fatal. 
Cardwell received one ballet In the 
right arm and another in hia right 
breast. He owed hia life to the fact 
that this second ballet struck a han- 
dle of papers in hia pocket and was 
slightly deflected. 

AL LITTLE KILLED. 

Another killing which was by some 
thought to have been connected with 
this same fend was that of A 1 Little, 
who was at the time proprietor of the 
notorious Red House, which is known 
far and wide thioughont Breathitt 
and the adjoining counties. Many of 
the fatal brawls which have occurred 
In Jackson hsppened at this red blind 
tiger, on a hill near the edge oi town. 
This ia a local option town, but moon- 
shine conld be obtained at all times 
at this resort. Little was shot by 
Jesse Fields, s famous sharpshooter 
and Everaote adherent, In the Prench- 
Everaole lend, but Fields' adventurous 
career was Itself terminated by Mom 
Peltner before he could be prosecuted 
(or the killing of Little. 

The lather of the feuds In Breathitt 
county was Captain Bill Strong, s 
half Indian who figured In the Strong- 
Ames and the Strong Callahan feuds. 
The former feud began on account of 
the alleged stealing of shoats Irom 
Strong by the Ames lactlou. Open 
warfare resulted. The Strong houM- 
bold was besieged by his opponents 
In force, and it was only by chance 
that a little negro boy managed to 
slip through the lines with a horse 
and ride to Jackson for Edward Mar- 
cum, who was Strong's Lieutenant in 
tbe Civil war. Marcum gathered a 
party of friends and rode to the assis- 
tance of his former Captain. 

A pitched battle followed in a corn- 
field, with many fatalities. Later the 
Sttong-Ames forces again met and 
fought it out until there were Mveral 
dead on each side. Following this, 
bushwhacking was indulged in for 
several years, nntil tbe Ames were 
driven Irom the county. The Strongs, 
however, were to meet with reverses, 
for in their fend with the Callahans, 
which arose soon after. Captain Bill 
Strong was wnylaln on his way home 
irom cbarch in company with his 
daughter and her child and was shot 
to death. He was the backbone ol 
hia taction, and with him out of the 
way the Callahans had no difficulty 
in driving bla sons and their nearest 
relatives from the county. 

WORST TOWN IN KRNTUCEY. 
Jackson is known as one of the 
worst towns in Kentucky. It la lo- 
cated on the Kentucky river and is 
arranged on several hills. The four 
streets which bound the court houM 
square are the principal thorough- 
fares. There ia no street lightning, 
to cover yet a wayfarer at night carries a lan-

True, the stories that the 
Judge told always had a point, not 
too fine, either, for the comprehen- 
sion of the listeners, and it always fit 
ted the case; but the Democratic press 
of Louisville could not understand 
how snch a man could know law. 

And Judge Guffy went to Frank- 
fort and took his seat on the bench, 
and there was a titter among the 
dudes. Then he banded down an opin- 
ion, and the dudes wanted to know 
who wrote IL It was clear, concise, nn 
answerable; Its English was pure and 
even elegant; surely this country law- 
yer could not compose such an opin- 
ion.

No Judge of 
this court has done more work; none

THE KEYNOTE 

Sounded by Republicans at 
the Second Appellate Dis- 
trict Convention. 

— 

A Big Gathering at Which Loy- 
alty to the Party is 
Assured. 

Leitchfield, Ky.. Jnne 25 — Judge 
B. L D Guffy, present Cblel Justice 
of the Court of Appesls, was u.iani- 
mously renominated by the Republic- 
ans of the Second Appellate District 
In convention at I.-ltchfield yesterday 
in one of the iuost enthusiastic gath- 
erings held in Kentucky fur many 
years. 

Th re was bi t one sentiment of loy- 
■l.y to the Ripabllcsn party. Men 
who have been opposed to each other 
in factions ol the party for two years 
were there joining In the love least, 
pledging themselves to support and 
labor lor the re-election, not only of 
Jndge Guffy, but of the Republican 
congreaaional candidates. Former 
Governor Bradley made s memorable 
address, that pointed ont to Repnb- 
llcans the hope of the Intnre, hnd of- 
fered Inspiration for their efforts. 
Attorney General, Clifton J. Prktt, 
surprised the convention by dropping 
in on it, and his speech, while short, 
was s dignified effort that stimulated 
the workers to action. 

Resolutions were adopted commend- 
ing the coarse of President Roosevelt 
and the Republican Congress. The 
Democratic attempts to cast reflec- 
tions upon the army of the United 
States were denounced. Jndge Gnffy 
was commended ior his wise and hon- 
orable discharge of his high office. 
Goebellsm was denounced in dignifi- 
ed terms. 

On the whole the convention was a 
veritable love feast, with but one sen- 
timent and one purpose, and the dele- 
gates representing 17 counties in the 
district left here to-night with renew- 
ed energy In the work for the success 
of the party.

JUDGE GUPPY NAMED. 

The committee retired to prepare 
resolutions and Chairman Tamer call- 
ed for nominations lor Judge of the 
Court ot Appesls from the Second 
district of Kentucky. Hon. John P. 
Haswell, Jr., ol Breckinridge county, 
took the floor and in s speech ol great 
merit nominated Judge B. L. D. Guf 
fy. Mr. Haswell bad the honor of 
cominating Judge Guffy eight years 
ago. Mr. E W. Neel, of Butler 
county, seconded the nomination of 
Judge Guffy. Col. Ed Ware, of Muh- 
lenberg county moved that the nom- 
ination of Jndge Guffy be made unan- 
imous. The motion was put and car- 
ried unanimously. 

Attorney General CUftcn J. Prstt 
arrived unexpectedly and paid a high 
tribute to former Governor Bradley, 
whose name, he said, would stand 
out clearly when the history ot the 
past five years has been written with 
an impartial hand. 

He talked of national Issues, and 
paid his respects to the Democratic 
attacks upon the army. 

Ex-Gov. Bradley’s arrival was an- 
nounced by cheers Irotn the crowd 
that had gathered about the public 
square. 

The distinguished gentleman came 
into the hall accompanied by E. D. 
Guffy and Nat T. Howard. He was 
Introduced by Chairman Turner. 

Gov. Bradley paid a high tribute to 
Judge Guffy tor having had the hon- 
esty to rise above his party wishes 
and decide the Taylor case as he be- 
levted was right. I 

“Our only safety" said Gov. Brad- 
ley, “ lies to the judiciary. Other de- 
partments of our government may be 
torn by the political strife, bnt forever 
the judiciary should rise above the 
storm and strife."

The Latest. 

King Edward VII now lias in a, 
secluded chamber iu Buckingham 
Palace with tbe odds against him in a j 
battle with death. Tbe coronation 
bas been poetponed. Tbe King is 
suffering from perilyphitis, an ail- 
ment closely akin to appendicitis. 
His condition became so grave Mon- 
day night that fears were felt that he 
would not live through the day. Tbe 
royal surgeons decided that only an 
operation would save the monarch'* 
life, and this was performed at 2 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. It was 
declared to be successful, but tbe 
semi-official admiision it made that 
several hours must yet past before 
safe predictions of King Edward’s 
recovery might be made.

Capt. Clark Promoted. 

Washington, Jnne si.— -Capt 
Charles B. Clark, who achieved lame 
and won the plandits of tbe American 
people by piloting the Oregon around 
tbe Horn during the Spanish war, 
was to-day advanced seven numbers 
in rank by the President, and appoint- 
ed as a rear admiral of the navy. The 
promotion is generally commendid in 
all circles, as Capt. Clark Is unques- 
tionably one ot tbe most popular of- 
ficers that ever wore the uniform of a 
naval cfficer. He is a native ot Ver- 
mont, and has been in tbe navy since 
i860. His service has been unit rinly 
satisfactory prior toat.d Ircludtng the 
exciting days of the Spanish war. 

The Oregon was laying at Mare 
Island when tbe war broke out, with 
Capt. Clark In command. No naval 
vessel ol her size had ever before 
rounded the Horn, but her services 
were needed, and she was ordered to 
join the Atlantic squadron. The hla- 
tory of Capt. Clark’s management of 
hi* vessel on that long cruise la famil- 
iar.

State* to investigate the Nicaragua 
and Panama routes reported in favor 
of the former, so long as tbe price 
named by the French company was 
exorbitant for the Panama ronte; bnt 
at $40,000,000 for the right of way 
and preliminary work, they favor the 
Southern route. Senator Fairbanks 
also favors the Panama ronte. This 
seems to leave bnt little room fer the 
charges of those who assert that the 
advocates ot the Panama ronte are ob 
structionista of the isthmian canal 
scheme. 

The Nicaragua route la through a 
mountainous country ; It would depend 
upon a lake to supply its wjter; and 
ships would have to be lifted over the 
up-grades and lowerd again to thesea 
level by a vast system ol locks. Tbe 
Panama route, on the other hand is 
near a sea level ronte, and all the ex- 
pert testimony is to the eflect that it 
wonld Involve fewer and less difficult 
engineering problems, and be less 
costly to operate. Then the Panama 
route is shorter.
